Jury Finds Pair Guilty Of

A jury of seven women and 
five men in Marin Superior 
Court deliberated about three 
hours yesterday before finding 
two 'young' men guilty of drag 
charges stemming from a raid 
on a plush San Anselmo house 
in November 1968. 

21, was 
convicted of arranging a sale of 
LSD to a narcotics agent, and 
Hamilton Bassett Henry, 23, of 
possessing LSD and marijuana 
for sale. 
Perri, Henry and four other 
persons were arrested in a raid 
on. an expensive home at 156 
Crescent Road which officers 
said held a chemistry laborato­ 
ry capable of producing LSD. 
IiSD and marijuana valued at 
$35.000 were seized by agents, 
who said that the San Anselmo 
house was linked to heavy drag 
traffic in San F r a n c i s c o ’s 
Haight-Ashbury district. 
Perri, a Haight-Ashbury resi­ 
dent, met an undercover San 
F r a n c i s c o officer, Garrett 
McDonald, who lived for months 
in the drug culture under the 
name of “Moses,” 'through an 
informant, identified only as 
“Dick;1 
According to McDonald. Perri 
agreed to arrange for the sale 
of $4.000 in LSD pills at $2 each 
by the San Anselmans. Perri 
testified in court that he had 
only agreed to lead McDonald to 
a fan who could sell him a 
large amount of marijuana... 


He called this man “Chemist 
Tom” and said he was not 
present when he. McDonald and 
the informant arrived in San 
Anselmo.

The Population Center Of Marin 


Although a few undeveloped areas of trees 
and parched grass are visible in this aerial photo, 
this is the most populated area of Marin. Each 
weekday morning, thousands of commuters from 
communities flanking H i g h w a y 101 flood onto 
the highway southbound for San Francisco. The 
commuters who shun the highway, which runs 


the length of the photo, may take the less crowd­ 
ed Richmond-San Rafael Bridge out of the pic­ 
ture to the right. Terra Linda and Santa Venetia 
are visible at the top of the photo. San Rafael lies 
just west of the bridge access. Nestled in the 
foothills west of San Rafael are San Anselmo. 
Fairfax. Ross and Kentfield. The College of Ma­ 


rin in Kentfield stands out above the left wing of 
the large cloud. Hidden by the cloud are parts of 
L a r k s p u r and Corte Madera and San Quentin 
State Prison. A spine of hills running from the 
foot of Mount Tamalpais (left center) to Highway 
101 separates Corte Madera and Mil! Valley. The 
hills run through the large barren area just west

Don't Have To Be Great To Win 


Lots of worse drivers than Lloyd Ruby have won 
the Indianapolis 500 — just as lots of bogey-shooters 
have w on the U.S. Open, and lots of Triple A ballplay­ 
ers have starred in World Series. And lots of political 
hacks have sat in the White House. 


Defeat is easier to take for the under-confident, 
the under-skilled, the over-anxious or the over-rated. 
But no one ever hit or caught a baseball with more 
elan than Ernie Banks, no one ever swung at a golf 
ball with the pure, flowing grace of a Sam Snead — 
and no one ever tooled an open-wheeled racing car 
with more nerve and r e f l e x e s than Richard Lloyd 
Ruby of Wichita Falls, Texas.

Marin Clean County' 


FOR MORE THAN a generation, 
Mann has been known as a *‘elean 
county/* That is, laws were enforced 
rather rigidly. Offenders could expect 
swift and sure justice. 
It was not always so. 
In J.P. Munro-Fraser s ‘History of 
Mann County/’ published in 1880. the 
author wrote. “No county of its size 
has such a bloody record as this: some 
of the murders committed in it are al­ 
most beyond description/* 
IF YOU T A L K W ITH old-timers 
whose memory extends back to prohi­ 
bition days and earlier, you know that 
Marin was a p r e t t y rowdy, bawdy 
place. 
Rumrunners, speakeasies, g a m ­ 
bling dens and houses of prostitution 
flourished. 
A rather brash but h a n d s o m e 
young man a p p e a r e d on the public 
scene in Marin nearly 40 years ago. He 
had the temerity to run for the office 
of district attorney in opposition to the 
“establishment’’ incumbent. 
S o m e h o w , that young man won 
election and a new era was born. The 
county’s only superior court was pre­ 
sided over by a “tough” judge. Marin 
b e g a n to throw off its image as an 
‘ open’* community and b e c a m e , in­ 
stead a “clean” place. 
The brash young district attorney 
was Albert E. Bagshaw. now the head 
of a private law firm in San Rafael. 
The judge was Edward 1. Butler, now- 
dead. 
At the end of their tenure in office, 
neither was very popular with Marin 
members of the law profession. 
Unfortunately, their key parts in 
cleaning up the county and keeping it 
clean went largely unappreciated dur­ 
ing the latter days of their public serv­ 
ice. 
Each of Bagshaw’s several succes­ 
sors as district attorney has endeav­ 
ored to carry on the “fearless, rough 
prosecutor’* tradition which he estab­ 
lished. 
As our superior c o u r t s have be­ 
come more numerous and their judges 
more varied in background and view­ 
point, the “tough’* judge image has al­ 
most completely disappeared. 
NEARLY 100 YEARS AGO, a San 
Francisco businessman n a m e d Paul 
Rieger came to Marin for a week end 
of fishing on Lagunitas Creek at Toco- 
loma. He was last seen as he left the 
train station at Tocoloma on Saturday. 
April 19. 1879, to head for his favorite 
fishing spots. 
Nearly a week later, his body was 
found on the bank of the creek, rid-

died with bullets and robbed of all val­ 
uables as well as some of his clothing 
It was nearly a month before the 
suspected murderer, an Indian known 
as “Salvador the Brave/* was taken 
into custody at a ranchería near Sebas­ 
topol. 
On May 26 he was taken before the 
justice of the peace in San Rafael and 
held to answer. He was indicted by the 
g r a n d jury on June 2. He was ar­ 
raigned July 23, pleaded not guilty the 
following day. and went on trial start­ 
ing July 28. Seating of a jury took un­ 
til 5 p.m. July 30. Salvador was found 
guilty and sentencing took place Aug. 
4. 
•While awaiting execution, he con­ 
fessed to a string of murders begin­ 
ning 19 years earlier when he killed 
his brother during a quarrel at Nicasio. 
A witness recorded Salvador’s last 
wort’e as he stood on the gallows in the 
county courthouse: 
“1 am thankful to you all and espe­ 
cially to Sheriff Tunstead for the kind 
treatment I have received. 1 know- 1 
have committed a terrible crime and 
am willing to give up my life for it,” 
As a contemporary a c c o u n t de­ 
scribed it. 
. .precisely at 20 minutes 
past one in the afternoon of Oct. 2, 
1879. the heavy trap shot down, leav­ 
ing the murderer of Paul Rieger sus­ 
pended in mid-air. ’ 
TODAY A MURDERER is not like­ 
ly to face trial at all in the year in 
which the offense is committed. In the 
case of a death sentence, it is unlikely 
ever to be executed. 
Drug c r i m e s and crimes of viol­ 
ence have grown at a frightening rate. 
We still have a Marin prosecutor of 
the fearless, tough image. Our law en­ 
forcement officers go about their busi­ 
ness in a much more professional man­ 
ner than they did a generation ago (or 
even a decade ago).

“A friend,” says Emerson, “is* 
a person with whom. I may be 
sincere.” 
I can be sincere with myself 
only when I am myself. I can 
be sincere with my friend only 
when I am friend to myself. 
Friendship in its ultimate real- 
iz a t i o n means human self­ 
extension. without chains, bu­ 
rn a, n self-expression without, 
fear. Reduce it to anything 
else and it becomes a dirty 
business, subjugating humans 
to shrinkage as mere wards. 
As you cannot buy yourself 
friendship, you must not at­ 
tempt to sell y o u r s e l f in 
friendship; as you cannot have 
religion without God. you can­ 
not have friendship without 
truth, without the human de­ 
cency of being honest with 
your friends as you're honest 
with yourself. 
AN UNKNOWN author once 
asked: “ What is a friend?” 


And he was quick to reply, 
stating the obvious and yet the 
Sonoma, 
most sublime truth of friend­ 
ship: “It is a person with „ . 
whom you dare to be yourself. 
Your soul can go naked with 
him. He seems to ask you to 
put on nothing, only to be what 
you really are.” 


Then he goes on to say that 
with a friend “you don’t havé 
to be on your guard.” 
With a real friend you vent 
off frustrations, anxieties and 
sincere anger — uncorking lit­ 
tle vanities, idiosyncrasies and 
absurdities. And as you open 
yourself up — your genuine 
you — to your friend, you find 
your h u m a n frailties “dis­ 
solved on the whole ocean” of 
friendly loyalty and human 
compassion. He not only for­ 
gives and forgets, he also 
overlooks and ever-loves. 
To have a real friend you 
have to 'be a friend by gaining 
understanding and h u m a n 
comprehension. 
“Y o u 
can 
■weep with him, laugh with 
him, pray with him. . 
You 
have io understand him and 
his varied moods, avoid nag­ 
ging him in time of weakness, 
and dare not neglect him in 
time of trouble. You weep with 
him and laugh with him — not 
at him, not because of him.

“I'm happy to announce, gen- * 
tlemen. that I’ve furloughed 
two telephone operators and 
la;d off four watchmen in our 
Wichita warehouse, thus sav­ 
ing- the company $33.000. This 
cuts my department to the 
bone, hut 1 believe we can 
manage with what we’ve got.” 
THE BIGGEST danger dur­ 
ing an economy drive is that 
the company may hire an out­ 
side consulting firm to make a 
private report on which people 
should be let go.

For a quarter of 
a century Hearst enriched San 
Simeon with examples of an­ 
cient, m e d i e v a l and Renais­ 
sance art objects that in num­ 
ber and quality are to be found 
nowhere else in this country.

Dimitroff Milcev allowed us an 
interview in her Mill Valley 
home the other day, notwith­ 
standing her nine montljg preg­ 
nancy. “We don’t know just 
when the baby will arrive/’ she 
cautioned. 
Brushing aside our suggestion 
for postponement, she scurried 
about with courageous agility 
producing photos, letters, and 
background material on her il­ 
lustrious ancestor, the interna­ 
tionally renowned composer of 
music. And, in addition, she 
proved masterfully articulate in 
n a r r a t i n g 
his 
80—year 
biography. 
Ernest Bloch, 
a Jew, was 
bom in Geneva, Switzerland, 
on July 24, 
1880. Worldwide 
musicology has designated this 
racial 
and 
religious 
affilia­ 
tion of Bloch a primary influ­ 
ence upon the style and speech 
of the majority of his composi­ 
tions. The musician himself has 
done much to c o n f i r m and 
strengthen this. 


HIS MOST POPULAR works 
are “Schelomo” (Hebrew for 
“King Solomon”), and “Nigun ” 
The former is a Jewish rhapso­ 
dy for cello and orchestra. The 
latter, for violin alone. 
However, Bloch’s major crea­ 
tion is the “Sacred Service” 
which is for the Sabbath which 
occurs in synagogues on Satur­ 
day morning. The traditional 
prayers may be spoken or sung, 
the whole corresponding in this 
respect to low masses and sol­ 
emn masses of the Catholic 
Church. 
These are the traditional Jew-

ish prayers which Bloch has set 
to music for orchestras, mixed 
chorus and a solo voice, that of 
the celebrant, the cantor. 
Commentators r e g a r d the 
“Sacred Service” as the crown­ 
ing achievement of what they 
call 
Bloch’s “Jewish cycle,” 
which comprises such works as 
“Three Jewish Poems for Or­ 
chestra,” “Three Psalms,” and 
the “Israel Symphony.” 


AS FOR WHAT Bloch himself 
has said on the Jewish charac­ 
ter of his music, grandaughter 
Sita produced remarks by the 
composer which a d m i r a b 1 y 
sharpen understanding of the 
style and writing of a work such 
as “Schelomo.” 
“It is neither my purpose nor 
desire to attempt a faithful re- 
c o n s t r u c t i o n 
of 
Jewish 
music. . . . I am not an ar- 
cheologist. I believe that the 
most important thing is to write 
good and sincere music. 
“It is the Jewish soul that in­ 
terests me, the complex, glow­ 
ing, agitated soul that I feel 
stirring in the Bible; the vigor 
and naivete of the Patriarchs; 
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the violence of the words in the 
Prophetic books; the innate love 
of justice; the despair of the 
preachers of Jerusalem; 
the 
grandeur of the Book of Job: 
and, the sensuality of the Song 
of Songs. 
“All of this, slumbering within 
our deepest being, 1 wish to 
translate into music.” 


THAT STATEMENT, Sita ex­ 
plains, defines all of Blochs 
compositions. . . expresses his 
music’s total freedom, and its 
voice which climbs anew from 
the depths towards the sky. even 
with “Schelomo,” in which, un­ 
like the “Sacred Service,” the 
heavens don’t open and man re­ 
mains closeted with his melan­ 
choly if not with his despair. 
“But,” she advises, “it is not 
so much this feeling of pessi­ 
mism which has made ‘Schela- 
mo’ popular; it is its glowing 
l y r i c i s m which becomes a 
source of consolation and beau­ 
ty.” 
We learn from a synopsis by 
Antoine Golea that: “The excep­ 
tional 
place 
that 
E r n e s t 
Bloch occupies in Europe, in 
America, and in the 20th Centu­ 
ry is shared with a certain num­ 
ber of other famous composers 
— some even more illustrious 
than he — such as Bela Bartók, 
Manuel de Falla and Georges

Knesco, to name only these 
three.” 


THE 
INSTRUMENT 
t h a t 
Bloch first learned to play was 
the violin. He began to study it 
at the age of 9 and composed, 
while still a child, some short 
pieces for this instrument. His 
desire to compose led him to 
supplement his violin studies 
with harmony and counterpoint, 
which he undertook under Em ­ 
ile Jacques Dalcroze, the cele­ 
brated eurhythmist and reform­ 
er of c h i l d r e n ’s education 
through the learning of rhythms 
basic to the human body and to 
their application in group danc­ 
ing. 


Sita’s aunt, Suzanne Bloch, 
notes in the 1969 spring bulletin 
of The Ernest Bloch Society that 
the composer was 24 years old 
when he began to sketch the 
music cf his opera Macbeth. By 
then he had two symphonic 
works and four songs to his 
name. 
He worked on “Mac­ 
beth,” the only opera he ever 
completed, for five years. Suz­ 
anne continues: 


“ My father’s conception of the 
music was to express the inner 
f e r m e n t s of the characters, 
more important to him than the 
actual drama. With little en­

In 1907, when the music was 
almost all composed. Bloch hat 
a chance to play it at a salon at 
the home of the son of George 
Bizet. Among the persons whc 
heard it were the famous singer 
Lucienne Breva I. and the critic 
Pierre Lalo. 
BOTH ENTHUSED and the> 
arranged an i n t e r v i e w for 
Bloch, with Albert Carre, di­ 
rector of the Paris 'Opera Co- 
mique. Carre at once signed up 
for the rights of performance of 
“Macbeth” within two years, al­ 
though it was an u n h e a r d- 
of-thing in Paris to bring out the 
work of unknowns who were not 
even French. 
“Mon cher, Directeur,” wrote 
Bloch in preparation for the 
first performance of his opera, 
“ In regards to Macbeth, musi­ 
cally I have bound myself close­ 
ly to the characters of the dra­ 
ma. I am enclosing some indica­ 
tions of the ranges of th# voices 
to give you my very personal 
conception of the drama. . . 
“Macbeth is a barbaric Celt 
with all the superstitions and 
terrors, of a feudal soul, . . . He 
is a weakling, with the violence 
and brutality of the weak. 
“ Lady Macbeth is his opposite. 
He hesitates, she, never. . . . 
With a Lady Macbeth strong 
and perfidious. Macbeth’s re­ 
sponsibility will seem to dimin­ 
ish. In spite of his horrendous 
acts the spectators should feel 
pity for him, should share his 
anguish, his fears and his de­ 
spair. 
. .IN WRITING my music 
I have been constantly haunted 
by lighting. It must play a .role, 
one of the most important. Just 
as the stage sets must be stark, 
crude and barbaric, so must the 
lighting be mobile, movement- 
ed, expressive. 
“I have annotated the rela­ 
tionship of this with the music, 
notable in the sombre cavern of 
the W i t c h e s , barely visible, 
where, on, certain harmonies — 
slightly cabbalistic! — mysteri­ 
ous rays of light glow.” 
“Bloch’s “Macbeth,” f i r s t

Israel: whose birth and prosperi­ 
ty he witnessed was not and 
could not be this promised land 
He expressed all this in his 
music without having recourse 
to any authentic Jewish folk» 
lore. 
It was in 1937 that a devoted 
group of international musicians 
and writers founded The Ernest 
Bloch Society in London and 
New York. Its revival today fills

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The Mystery Of The Missing Luggage

NEW YORK t l i r i l - l t hap­ 
pens time and again every day 
in airport terminals around the 
world— «orne of the d sembark- 
ing passengers turn nut to be 
PAWOBs No one calls for the 
police although the services of 
a 
private 
eye 
could 
prove 
helpful. 
PAWOB is an airline aero- 
nym for a Passenger Arriving 
Without 
Baggage 
And 
as 
unhappy as he or she may be, 
the airlines are even unhappier. 
It 
hurts 
their 
pride 
and 
pocketbook 
'There are no over-all figure»' 
available on the total number 
of PAWOBs since the first one 
flew off in one direction and his 
- 
bags went off in another. But 
last 
year 
a l o n e 
the 
U.S. 
carriers paid out around 40 
million dollars in claims arising 
from ‘'‘misdirected’" or “ mis­ 
handled” luggage, 


ONCE YOU HAVE checked in 
with the airlines—and hold on 
to your baggage claim tags—it 
is 
the 
responsibility 
of 
the 
carrier to deliver your bags to 
you 
on 
arrival 
at 
your 
destination. 
Actually, 
only 
a 
very small percent,age of 'the 
M millions of pieces handled (an 
estimated 225 million in 1%9) is 


'lost, strayed or stolen,, and most 
eventually are found. 
But that Is small consolation 
for the PAWOB or the airlines. 
Airlines spokesmen admit that 
despite 
steady 
improvement, 
baggage handling is still one of 
their biggest headaches It not 
only hurts financially but in 
'Customer1 relations'. 
“Consider, some of the things 
that can go wrong.*' said one 
source recently. “ For instance, 
your bag could be misdirected; 
the destination tag tom 
off , 
during handling: it could be 
taken off by mistake along the 
way or fail to be unloaded at 
'the proper destination, if the 
flight 
is 
'continuing: 
or 
'be 
picked up by error by another 
passenger in the baggage claim 
area.’* 


AND THEN THERE are prob­ 
lems involved in inter line trans­ 
fer operations—that is when a 
passenger checks his, luggage 
through to his final destination 
while flying on two or more 
different airlines. 
“The passenger may make his 
connections even if his arriving 
flight may have been delayed.” 
he said, “ but his bags may 
not."

precautions to take: 


—In addition, to 'print,ing your 
name and address clearly on, 
your personal luggage tag. put 
some easily-identifiable marks 
on the outside of the bag 
A 
major 
cause 
for 
missing 
luggage is the passenger who 
grabs the first suitcase which 
looks like his and dashes off 
without anyone checking the 
claim tag. Tie a couple of 
bright ribbons to the handle, 
paste stickers or other markers 
on the top or sides, or daub the 
comers with paint. 
—Tape a business or personal 
card 
or 
other 
identification 
marker 
with your 
telephone 
number inside each bag in case 
the' luggage tag and destination 
tag are torn off or become 
illegible during handling It will 
make it easier for the airlines 
to 
find 
you. 
Most 
airlines 
provide 
identification 
stickers 
free on request. 
—Remove all the old destina­ 
tion tags, before the next, flight. 
They may impress some less- 
travelled fellow passengers and 
friends but they could confuse 
baggage 
handlers 
and

misdirected, 
unloaded at the wrong airport 
or left aboard the plane at the 
right one.

have your ticket written up to 
allow sufficient time between

GENERALLY, ABOUT o n e 
hour is enough if connections are 
at the same airport but you will 
need more leeway if it involves 
transferring to another, such as 
between Kennedy and Newark 
airports. There is no way of 
anticipating delays because of 
weather, 
mechanical, 
trouble 
and 
other 
causes so 
many 
veteran travelers play safe by- 
picking 
up 
their 
luggage 
between connecting flights. 
1 usually check through but 
always stow my toilet kit. a 
clean shirt, pair of socks and 
change of underwear in a small 
carry-on bag. 
My wife 
also 
packs her toilet articles and a 


change of ctolhtng in her over- 
the-sliou'lder case. 
If, in spile of all precautions 
taken by you and the airlines, 
your bags are missing when 
you arrive at your destination, 
contact the company represen­ 
tative at the airport immediate­ 
ly. He will start, the bark- 
checking which',, hopefully, will, 
locate 'them. Domestic airlines 
have a central “ lost and, found” 
headquarters with computers to 
help track down and recover 
“ misdirected" and “ nvshandl- 
ed” luggage. 
It’s called the 
Airline Computerized Baggage 
Tracing System. 


INCIDENTALLY, some air­ 
lines will compensate the trav­ 
eler for “ reasonable" necessary 
purchases to tide him over until 
his luggage is found. Ask, and 
you may receive. 
Domestic 
and 
international 
airlines 
have 
fixed 
liability 
limits on lost, baggage claims 
but 
you 
can 
buy 
extra 
insurance if you are carrying 
valuable belongings. 
One more suggestion: don’t 
leave your reclaimed luggage 
unguarded at the airport or 
allow anyone but a Skycap or 
someone you know to carry it 
out of the terminal. It may van­ 
ish and you, will have no one but 
yourself to blame. 


Mexico's Storybook City Offers 
Visitors Enchanting Experiences 


GUANAJUATO. 
Mexico 
— 
This is a city of storybook fanta­ 
sy. It is Mexico’s finest exam­ 
ple of Spanish colonial architec­ 
ture, 
much of it unchanged 
since the early ISfMto. 
It is nestled, in the converging 
arms of a mountain valley a 
short morning’s drive (most of 
the distance over one of Mexi­ 
co’s few- superhighways) from 
Mexico City. 


GUANAJUATO once was Mex­ 
ico’s richest silver producing 
center. Not long ago. it was de­ 
clared a national monument, 
which means that no modernis­ 
tic buildings may be constructed 
v 
within the city limits and that 
its surpassing Andalusian beau­ 
ty will remain unspoiled. 
The cobblestcned streets often 
dip into arched tunnels which, 
weave beneath, the city and then 
emerge 
every 
so often into 
splashes of sunlight. 
Overhanging the streets are 
Moorish balconies covered with 
rainbow bougainvillea and exot­ 
ic ferns and plants. Throughout 
the city are tiny squares built 
a round 
exqu is itely-m anictired, 
gardens or sculptured marble 
fountains. 


MOTORISTS driving up the 
Centro ramp from the tunnels 


are surprised by one such plaza 
ringed with boxed trees. Yellow 
wrought-iron benches surround 
a matching gazebo where the lo­ 
cal band in full marching regal­ 
ia plays Sousa. 'Concert,s two 
nights a week. 
Guanajuato is a hiker’s para­ 
dise. Many of the streets are too 
steep and narrow for automo­ 
biles. One passageway is so tiny 
that legendary lovers merely 
leaned over their balconies to 
kiss. Its name, naturally,, is'the 
Street of the Kiss. 
Downtown, 
besides 
several 
massive churches built in the 
baroque Churrigueresque s’yle, 
is the Juarez Theater. Concerts 
and operas are staged in this 
opulent colonnaded structure for 
the city’s elite. The theater is 
open daily to the public. 


SHOP'S IN THE center of the 
city offer a fine hand-crafted sil­ 
ver jewelry and objects d’art. 
Aztec and Otami women sell 
beautifully-woven 
r e b o z a s 
(shawls) in the market. Knick- 
knack collectors find a plethora 
of antique Spanish oddities in 
both 'the shops and the open-air 
market. 
A 
glimpse 
of the 
soaring 
spires of the state college is 
well worth a short but bracing 
climb in the thin mountain air. 


Free Paris Guide 


Paris means shopping as well 
as amour. To help visitors buy 
their way through the boutiques 
and bazaars. Air France has 
published a new edition of its 
“Paris Shopping Guide.”

Inside the college, there is a 
small museum whose unusual 
exhibits 
include rare stuffed 
birds. 
An interesting, if macabre, 
sight in a cemetery located 
above the city is “ las mo ni­ 
mias” — corpses mummified by 
the hot dry air and lining a cor­ 
ridor of a catacomb. 


SNAKING AROUND the hills 
above the town is a scenic drive 
leading to the massive stone 
block, statue of' Pipi,a, a, revolu­ 
tionary hero. 
Many t o u r i s t s drive three 
miles to the village of Valen­ 
ciana where the a w e s o me 
church of San Cayetana stands. 
Built by an early owner of the 
now-abandoned 
si 1 v e r mine 
(open to' visitors), the church is 
the supreme example of Churri- 
gueresque 
architecture 
a n d 
houses sweeping gilded altars. 
Legend has it that a fortune in 
silver dust was poured into the 
foundation. 


FEW 
TOURISTS 
take 
the 
time (about half an hour) to 
drive to Cristo Rey, thinking it 
just another religious shrine. 
It isn’t. Cristo Rey is a soar­ 
ing 150-foot statue of Jesus with 
outspread arms 
which domi­ 
nates 
the highest 
p e a k in 
Guanjuato state. Though impres­ 
sive at any time of day, the spot 
is magic at sunset. .Filtering 
through the mountain air, the 
rays of 'the setting sun paint a 
p a n o r a m a of color that is 
mind-boggling. 
Guanajuato's weather is near 
perfect during the late spring 
and summer. Nights are cold and 
deliciously sleepable. The days

Most of the older Chinese still 
cling to the traditional garb but 
younger ones dress in miniskirts 
and other Western styles.

Gary Powers wants us to be­ 
lieve he is some kind of hero 
Each reader must make this 
judgment for himself. But consi­ 
der the evidence; After all. he 
did engage in dangerous espio­ 
nage which very nearly killed 
him and ultimately resulted in 
his spending a very difficult 
couple of years in a Soviet pris­ 
on. 
Those who will recall that 
powers was recruited ¿or the 
U-2 program at a salary several 
times what most Americans can 


expect to earn at any time in 
there' lives, an* simply 'being 
churlish. 
Powers feels badly served by 
his government Here, he does 
have a point. There were fair- 
weather patriots in the congress 
who said that he should have 
'been .ashamed, to turn up alive 
a f t e r crash-landing his spy 
plane 
inside 
Russia Powers 
also says not enough was, made, 
upon his return to this country, 
of his wily evasion of some of 
his captors' questions Well, the 
most fleeting, of .secrets are mil­ 
itary one—sooner or later they 
turn up for sale in some capital 
or other. 
All of this is not to 'pass judg­ 
ment on the usefulness or ne­ 
cessity of the U-2 program < Al­ 
though. based on, Powers’ recol­ 
lections, it is possible to make 
some unflattering observations 
'On 'the management of ill Nor 
is it in any way to criticize Pow­ 


ers' behavior during his captiv­ 
ity. To expect spies not to, turn 
up envbarassiriglv alive is sinis­ 
ter and glamorous in fiction, but 
it is 'hardily realistic or humane 
But for Powers — a living 
symbol of a foreign policy bun­ 
gle of major1 proportions — to 
have expected any better treat­ 
ment than tie got from the shee­ 
pish bunglers was at least na­ 
ive. 
Up to this very day. Powers 
apparently doesn’t understand 
the nature of the bargain he 
was making when he signed a 
contract with the CIA. 
If you can 'possibly bear any 
more revelations about 'the way 
our affairs overseas are con­ 
ducted. you'll find 
“Operation 
Ove rfl ¡ght ’ ’ 
w orthwhiie.

Londons Police Minus The Myths 


> SCOTLAND YARD by Peter 
L a u r i e ; Holt, Rinehart and 
Winston, 297 p a g e *, $6 95.

Usually anything but publici­ 
ty-minded. the Metropolitan Po­ 
lice of London broke tradition to 
permit English journalist Peter 
Laurie access to many of its in­ 
ner sanctums and to allow him 
to accompany bobbies and de­ 
tectives on, their rounds. 
,, In this book. Laurie reports 
his experiences and his conclu­ 
sions. and he peels away many 
of the romantic myths that have 
grown up around Scotland Yard, 
thanks to, fiction writers and 
film makers. 
What he reveals is a mam- 
m o t h organization, somewhat 
unwieldy, but, considering the 
immensity of its tasks, more ef­ 
ficient than one has the right to 
expect. 
Paperwork and red tape, the 
banes of all such systems, ham­ 
per the Yard as well. And not 
always has the Yard .succeeded 
in shedding outdated procedures 
and equipment for more modern 
techniques a n d gear,, sharing 
the general conservative Eng­ 
lish trait of a sometimes over­ 
whelming preoccupation w i t h 
and respect for the past. 
Still, all in all. London’s po­ 
lice stand as an example to the 
world in d e c e n. t, restrained, 
effective law enforcement, using 
approaches the police of Chica- 
*go or New York (and the simi­ 
larity is to' these large city de­ 
partments, not to our Federal 
Bureau of Investigation) might 
well copy. For instance, the 
handling of potential .riots; 
‘ in 150 years' co-existenee.’’ 
writes Laurie, ‘'the Metropoli­ 
tan. P o l i c e and the 'London 
crowd have evolved an organic, 
non-violent relationship. That is 
not to say that there haven’t 
'been violent clashes,: but they 


have been relatively few, and 
they are far less frequent now 
than in early days,” 
The policy is not to take 
‘• g e n e r a l action” against a 
crowd until disorder reaches 
spectacular proportions. Even 
then, gas, chemicals, water hos­ 
es, etc., are eschewed in favor 
of "men and horses close up” to 
disperse the threatening mob. 
It may sound like mollycod­ 
dling. but the fact is that it has 
worked far better 'than quicker, 
less discerning, tougher reac­ 
tions by the police of American 
cities and states. 
In his discussion of detection 
and prosecution, Laurie notes 
that it remains the informant or 
“snout” who accounts for 90 per 
cent of the arrests. Hardly in 
keeping with the plots of those 
splendid British mystery novels 
where Scotland Yard detectives 
deduce from clues the identities 
of the criminals. But then fact 
is rarely closely akin to fiction. 
Laurie describes, too. the op­ 
erations of the traffic details on 
L o n d o n ’s vast network of 
streets, the handling of drunks 
by uniformed personnel, the 
C ID (Criminal Investigations 
Department, i f a m i 1 i a r to all 
m y s t e r y buffs, the Flying 
Squad, the laboratory and li­ 
brary facilities, the hierarchy of 
'Command, the system for ’"pol­ 
icing” the police, the training 
program. 
Laurie’s writing, style is not 
especially appealing, and much 
of his book — organizational de­ 
tails, statistics, etc. — will be of 
interest only to those engaged 
or extremely interested in the 
police profession. But there is a 
considerable amount of material 
about the life and work of the 
London ‘“copper” and the huge 
city with its teeming population 
that will interest the general 
reader. And there is more and 
more of this, as the book 
progresses.

public order, the existence of 
the police is far more important 
than their efforts, ” he writes. 
“If there were no law enforce­ 
ment agency at all. few people 
would obey the laws. But if one 
exists, and is even only .moder­ 
ately efficient, then most people 
will not care to run the risk of 
getting into trouble. Given the 
fact of a police force, ready to 
prosecute if anyone asks them 
to, the level or criminality or 
good behaviour is then, far more 
an organic characteristic of so­ 
ciety. The mere existence of the 
police is their main contribution 
to' w h a t ■€ v e r level of law- 
abidingness e x i s t s . The im­ 
provement that could be made 
by extra, police1 effort is very 
small indeed.” 
“The flamboyant criminals, 
the murderers and armed rob­ 
bers” must 'be arrested. Laurie 
agrees, ‘“because these people 
c r e a t e propaganda that will 
eventually n u l l i f y the deter­ 
rent.” But aside from this, the 
role of the police is largely a 
symbolic one. “In their own per­ 
sons they embody respect for 
the law. They persuade people 
to live honestly far more by 
their existence and example 
than because they physically re­ 
move wrong-doers from socie­ 
ty ” 
Scotland Yard, if imperfect, 
is nevertheless much b e t t e r 
than “moderately efficient. ” 
Laurie’s book makes clear. But 
it is in this symbolic role, with 
his conspicuous d i g n i t y and 
reck like integrity, that the Lon­ 
don bobby becomes a towering 
factor in making London with 
its millions of diverse peoples 
one of the most orderly and 
law-abiding great cities of the 
world. “His honesty, fairness

Musician's Novel About 


May-December Romance 


TH E ELECTRIC COTILLION 
by Don A s h e r ; Doubleday, 
2 1 5 pages, $ 5 .9 5 , Reviewed 
by Francis Dozier Jr. 
Musician Don Asher’s ‘ Elec­ 
tric Cotillion” is a commenda­ 
ble novel of a. May-December 
romance set in the current San 
Francisco scene. The book, how­ 
ever, does contain certain flaws. 
It is the story of Niles Davey, 
a 40-year-old. occasionally em­ 
ployed modern jazz pianist’s 
brief affair with a girl-child of 
the NOW generation. 
Several San Francisco review­ 
ers have praised Asher for su- 
eessfiily bridging the genera­ 
tion gap. mainly, one can sup­ 
pose. because the book’s jacket 
blurb says that he has. 
But he hasn’t really; both 
man and girl end as they be­ 
gan: at separate poles. 
Asher does, however, present 
what is undoubtedly an authen­ 
tic insight into the slow death of 
that music genre that flourished 
in the forties and fifties. For ex­ 
ample, a skillful aspect of this 
is done through Davey’s vivid 
and sometimes flash remem­ 
brances of old friends, eastern 
jazz clubs and flash remem­ 
brances of old lyric phrases. 
When in one of these flashbacks,, 
Davey and his wife to 'be. Noell. 
make love by blue candle light, 
he thinks: From this moment on 
you and I, babe, we’ll be rid.in’ 
high, babe. 
The book's main shortcoming, 
strangely, is the girl character. 
Poppy. From the opening chap­ 
ter one suspects that she was 
not drawn from real life. She is 
too obviously fabricated. , 
Asher has her saving things 


like: “You mean to stand there 
looking at these sturdy legs and 
these knockers and call me 
‘man’?” And 'does anyone* refer 
to teeth as “choppers” any­ 
more? 
A young black militant is 
thrown in for good, measure and 
he. loo, seems to be pure imagi­ 
nation, in contrast to a black 
woman singer in the past who 
appears perfectly believable. 
In the main, though. Asher 
has woven a good bode, some 
times fascinating and nostalgic. 
One only wishes that more cred­ 
ibility were given to the younger 
characters, since the book tries 
so hard to' be “oí today..”

Old-Style Liberal

Harry Golden, ttie Carolina Is­ 
raelite, strikes as as the perfect 
example of the old-fashioned lib­ 
eral. 
We do not say that deroga tori 
ly, although it is fashionable to 
disparage liberalism these cyni­ 
cal days. 
The old-style liberal, as exem­ 
plified by Golden, remains a de­ 
cent, dedicated,, sensitive, hu­ 
mane being. His social con­ 
science continues to be one' of 
humanity's redeeming features, 
an antidote to the selfishness of 
the more conservative .society 
that surrounds him. His mellow, 
moderate approach sometimes 
seems an oasis of sanity in the 
turmoil created by 'Hie' impa­ 
tient demands and hard-line tac­ 
tics of the more radical New 
Left. 
Unfortunately, with all their 
virtues, these old-fashioned lib­ 
erals at times appear hopelessly 
out of step with the new reali­ 
ties. Many have been utterly un­ 
able to adjust with the changed 
conditions of recent years. 
They grew up largely in the 
’era of Franklin Delano Roose­ 
velt, although some 'trace' their 
roots back to Theodore Roose­ 
velt, Woodrow 'Wilson and the 
LaFollettes and Borah, 'They 
have been responsible for much 
of our social progress with their 
insistence upon, not great leaps 
forward, but consistent move­ 
ment toward justice and equali­ 
ty. 
They tolerated the interrup-

Asia, 
His description of Lyndon R. 
Johnson as a frustrated idealist 
will strike many as hopelessly 
naive. 
He advocates a. political coa­ 
lition of the white American, 
wage earner and the Negro as a. 
means of achieving true equity 
— “The grandeur of America .is, 
that 
we 
are 
a 
politically- 
o r i e n t e d society.” He does 
agree that such a combination 
“appears to be a. long way off.” 
But worse than, that, we have 
been losing ground, as the po­ 
larization has worsened. 
Still, Golden is far more often 
wise than foolish, expressing 
truths and insights about our so­ 
ciety with a. warm, sort of Will 
Rogers wit. 
“What A m e r i c a n s worry 
about most; Calories, Commu­ 
nism, Body Odor.” 
On studies of television and its 
censorship; “I have a feeling 
that tenement rats do more to 
.destroy family morals than the 
Noxzema girl who. says; ‘Take 
it off, take it all off!’,. . .It is 
my contention that every televi­ 
sion set has its own built-in. cen­ 
sor: the knob.” 
About lyncMngs: “Despite all 
our piety, we are a violent coun­ 
try, .ruthlessly brutal and. ruth- 
I e s s 1 y materialistic; and we

them.** 
And: “ Industry would just as 
soon do away with the' middle 
class and have one vast 'buying 
class.

Foolproof 
H ouseplant 


Are you looking for a fool­ 
proof houseplant? One that's 
easy to grow and yet always 
looks attractive?

According to a Pennsylvania 
State University correspondence 
course on houseplants, syngon 
iums want semi-shade, average 
house temperature and humidi* 
ty, and soil of equal parts gar­ 
den loam, perlite and peatmoss 
kept evenly moist. 
They tolerate abuse and irreg­ 
ular care. 
The plants have arrowhead 
like leaves on long stalks. There 
are many varieties. 
Trileaf Wonder has white- 
spotted leaves six inches long on 
petioles up to 20 inches. Emer­ 
ald Gem has crinkled foliage 
and grows compactly. Mostly 
the plants you find offered for 
sale have glossy green leaves of 
solid color cm petioles eight to 10 
inches long. 
Propagation is by single-node 
stem cuttings. A leaf with node 
and short section of stem insert­ 
ed upright in moist peatmoss or 
perlite at 75 to 80 degrees soon 
takes root.

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Beware Of The Backyard Boobytraps

Your backyard boobytraps may be 
nearly as dangerous as those found on a 
battlefield. 
Safety precautions n il insure a 'health­ 
ful summer for the family., 
For example, there are the swimming 
pool horror tales A neighbor's complete­ 
ly guarded pool may be just as danger­ 
ous for inquisitive neighboring tots as an 
unfenced one. 'One 'person had a fence 
with a locked gate and a cover over a 
pool but a child drowned in water that 
had collected in the pool cover. 
The person who had taken all these 
precautions obviously was safety-minded, 
yet an unsafe condition, arose that should, 
have been noted. 


THE CHILD OF A well known theatri­ 
cal personality was outdoors with nurse. 
mother, father and teen-age sister. He 
managed to run barefoot in the sand 
over hot embers left from the previous 
night’s luau. His badly burned feet gave 
him and the family an unhappy summer. 
Broken glass is another bugaboo for 


children who enjoy running around bare­ 
foot and even for adults who attempt to 
remove it with bare hands One gardener 
bent down to pick up a bottle that proved 
to be broken She wound up in the hospi­ 
tal with a severe cut., 
Another potential danger — particular­ 
ly to children allergic to bees — are yel- 
low jacket nests in the ground or among 
trees where children are likely to play. If 
you see yellow jackets, try to locate their 
’nest and. warn youngsters.. Remove the 
nest when you can. 


G1.ASS DOORS THAT lead to gardens 
and patios cause a great many accidents 
even to wary’ adults, especially in sum­ 
mer when doors are likely to be kept 
cleaner. A spiral motif in the center of 
each door or a little border of something 
or other at the bottom of the doors may 
provide warning. 
Removable muntins can. provide visual 
restraints. 
Slippery surfaces around pools should 
be carpeted in non-skid materials and 
the pool should be inspected by the fami­ 
ly scuba expert before it is used by un­ 


wary guests. Many accidents are caused, 
because a person dives into a pool that Is 
loaded with children's toys. 


ONE PERSON DIVED into such a pool 
before Ms host had. arisen, hitting his 
'head, on the raised ladder of a large met­ 
al fire engine. 
It’s a good idea to be cautious about 
inviting people to use your swimming 
pool when you are away from the house. 
You are liable for' injuries and, your best, 
friend may not, hesitate to sue .if some­ 
thing goes awry. 
Safety rules shouldn't be left at home 
when one goes off on a day trip. How 
often does one see in a small craft a big 
child wearing a little lifejacket, that says 
“good for up to SO pounds'* — 'the same 
one he had when he was 4 years old. 


ALL SORTS OF safety clothing is 
available in sporting goods shops but en­ 
tire families will board a boat complete­ 
ly unprepared for emergencies. 
Resort doctors and hospital clinics do a 
thriving summer business as the result 
of some of the strangest little accidents. 
Everyone should make a visit to such an 


emergency station before1 he begins hit 
vacation in the area 
A person should think twice about let­ 
ting a small child bait a fishhook or run 
barefoot on an unclean beach 


DOCTORS EXTRACT fishhooks from 
fingers, eye*, ears and other unlikely 
places of children and adults. One deep 
sea fisherman let a ftsh bite off the tip of 
h*s f nger. Another cut his arm. eagerly 
Irving to scale a small fish with a big 
'butcher knife. 
'Outpatient departments of h o s p i t a l 
clinics take on an atmosphere of comedy 
at times where inquisitive little boys 
may be seen sitting with an arm stuck in 
a bottle or thumb in the small hole of a 
flower pot. 
One boy observed was wearing a bird­ 
cage over his head. No one at home had 
a tinsnips. 
But it isn't only the lollipop set that 
has a mu,sing freak, accidents. 
One man with teeth marks on his arm 
explained that he had reached in a zoo 
cage to retrieve his child's sweater and 
he had been bitten by a monkey. 
Well — that's what he told the doctor. 


Build Yourself A 
Storage Closet 
Lined With Cedar 


yhe Handiftnan A 


Investing money wisely in 
your home not only adds to your 
pleasure in living in it, but it 
increases 'the value and resale 
worth of the home. 
When it comes time to sell the 
house, any profit or loss — bar­ 
ring any major fluctuations in 
the cost of real, 'estate — will 
depend largely on the general 
condition of the house and upon 
the improvements you h a v e 
, made. 
A. prospective home buyer 
isn't interested in impractical, 
expensive frills. He or she looks 
for useful additions which make 
a home more comfortable and 
more livable. 


HIGH AMONG the things he 
looks for is storage — number 
of closets, size and location of 
the closets, and the kind of 
storage they provide. For 'this 
reason, and for your own con­ 
venience. it is wise to increase 
your storage f a c i l i t i e s in 
connection with any remodeling 
or home improvement project. 
One of the best ways to do 
this is to build a closet in the 
basement, attic or garage. 
In ranch houses particularly, 
'there .is often ample basement 


space for the construction of a 
full-size closet. 
And to make such a closet 
even more functional, it's a 
good idea to line the interior 
with aromatic red cedar closet 


Bl'ILDING A cedar closet in 
the basement requires no great 
carpentry skill. It’s a relatively 
simple matter of framing cut 
the area earmarked for a closet 
with two-by-four studs and then 
nailing the cedar pieces directly 
to the studs. No other backing 
material is required. 
If the closet is to be built on 
an outside wall, it is recom­ 
mended. that a vapor barrier of 
some sort — a polyethelene 
sheet, for example — be used 
for protection against damp­ 
ness. 
Apply the cedar lining hori­ 
zontally, working from the floor 
up, one wall at a time. 
Cedar l i n i n g is 
tongue- 
and-grooved along the sides and 
at each end for easy and more 
secure installation. The pieces 
hold together firmly even if they 
join between bearing points. 
Use small finishing nails and 
drive them into the face of the 
three-inch wide lumber. 


FOR MAXIMUM moth repel- 
leney, it is best to apply the ce­ 
dar lining to the ceiling of the 
closet and to the back of the 
door as well. 
After the cedar lining has 
been completely installed you 
can nail up your shelves, hanger 
poles and other pieces of hard­ 
ware to fit out the closet to your 
particular needs... 
For a finished, professional- 
looking job, fit cedar quarter- 
round molding at all wall, ceil-

He 
claimed that while the district 
says assessed valuation will in­ 
crease only 3 per cent in 1970-71, 
it actually will rise 8.3 per cent. 
The district should revise op­ 
erating and accounting policies 
to insure more effective use of 
income, Van Dyke argued. He 
felt a tax rate might be consi­ 
dered at a later date but not at 
present.

products; advertised sale items 
without dealers having ample 
stock of the p r o d u c t s , and 
claimed “lowest prices” and 
similar claims, although they 
are “practiclaly impossible to 
substantiate,” according to the 
BBB.

All Lloyd Ruby Needs 


Is A Little Luck 


Don't Have To Be Great To Win 


Lots of worse drivers than Lloyd Ruby have won 
the Indianapolis 500 — just as lots of bogey-shooters 
have won the U.S. Open.'and lots of Triple A ballplay­ 
ers have starred in World Series. And lots of political 
hacks have sat in the White House. 
Defeat is easier to take for the under-confident, 
the under-skilled, the over-anxious or the over-rated. 
But no one ever hit or caught a baseball with more 
elan than Ernie Banks, no one ever swung at a golf 
ball with the pure, flowing grace of a Sam Snead — 
and no one ever tooled an open-wheeled racing car 
with more nerve and r e f l e x e s than Richard Lloyd 
Ruby of Wichita Falls, Texas. 
Ruby led the 1966 Indy race for 217Vi> miles. An 
eight-minute pit stop to fix an oil leak took that race 
from him when he was blackflagged (told to park it) at 
the end of the 152nd lap. That was the year 13 cars 
piled up at the start, and Graham Hill, to his consider­ 
able surprise, was adjudged the winner. 1 never pass­ 
ed a car all day!” he marveled to Ruby, who had pass­ 
ed dozens. Ruby had a lap lead with 48 to go. He was 
hardly surprised when he took a plane to Milwaukee 
after the race that night and it crashed. 


Fastest Lap In Competition 


In 1968, Ruby led Indy from the 57th lap till the 
89th lap, regained the lead on the 166th lap. He had a 
23-second lead on the ultimate winner. Bobby Unser. 
when he had to pit at the 175th lap. His clocking for 
one lap was 168.666 m.p.h., the fastest ever in compe­ 
tition up to that time.

The pattern in the 
past was for the Soviet Union's 
women to win by a landslide 
while powerful American men 
counterbalanced 
to give the 
Yank teams the overall victo­ 
ries. This year, however, too 
many U.S. record holders and 
Olympic veterans stayed home. 
And the U.S. team likes to 
think it would have come out on 
top had absent stars like Randy 
Matson in the shot put, Bob 
Seagren in pole vault, miler 
Jim Ryun or triple jumper Bob 
Beamon been present and in 
form. 
But U.S. head coach Leroy 
Walker did not lament.

(Jimmy) Gambino has to rank 
right up there with the greatest 
fighters I’ve ever seen. 
Pound for pound or any other 
way you know to measure a 
man. 
Jimmy Gambino is 38 now. 
An old 38. He once was a 
Golden Gloves champ and after 
that a rather promising profes­ 
sional heavyweight. As a pro he 
won 13 out of 14, but then 
turned into a drug addict and 
lost 
both 
his 
legs 
due to 
Buerger's disease which the 
doctors told him resulted from 
all the drugs he took. He was 
hooked on drugs 13 years, but 
has been clean the past six. 
Jimmy Gambino isn't much 
for ceremony. 
He parked his artificial legs 
alongside his wheelchair Thurs­ 
day, put his special steel cane 
up against the wall of what 
once had been an abandoned 
apartment but now serves as 
headquarters for Project Re­ 
turn, and then told it like it is 
to 35 other ex-drug addicts. 
•'There's only one word I'd 
say to somebody who is gonna 
use drugs.” Jimmy Gambino 
said. ‘ Don't. When you use 
dings, you gotta lie, you gotta 
cheat, you gotta rob, you gotta 
hurt people. You can always tell 
a junkie. Your face gets yellow; 
your teeth rot and fall out; 
your sex life is finished; you 
can't even talk with people 
because anytime you do, you're 
always scheming to get a fix.” 
Most of those in the group 
Gambino was talking to were 
between the ages cf 15 and 22 
and one youth wanted to know 
what 
the 
ex-fighter 
thought 
about marijuana. 
“ Look, I’m not a doctor,” said 
G a mb i n o , 
addressing 
an 
audience for the first time in 
his life as part of a program' 
: sponsored by the MOD (March 
on Drug Corps,) “ but I don’t 
know of 
anyone 
who 
first 
, started by putting a needle in 
his arm. I know this: marijua­ 
na leads to harder drugs. A kid 
j says ‘Wow, I got this way on 
1 marijuana, I wonder how high I 
can get on the other junk.' 
“ Heroin and the other drugs 
are destroyers of the body and 
the mind. Look at me! No legs 
anymore. 
This 
is 
an 
ugly 
picture. I know it’s ugly. But I 
like to speak to kids in the 6 to 


112 age group before they get 
involved. They see me and I 
figure 
maybe 
they’ll 
listen 
because they say, my God, this 


guy blew his legs because of 
drugs. They cost me more than 
that. I have a wife and two 
children no longer with me 
because of drugs. They mean 
more to me than my legs.”

A judge sentenced him to two 
years. 


“ I came home from jail in 
1953 and there must have been 
80 of us in my neighborhood 
who were on dope. Only six are 
left now. The others all died of 
overdose or wound up in insane 
asylums,” Gambino said. 
“ I wanted to be one of the 
guys. Three of 'em would go 
their way but I'd have to go the 
other way because I wasn’t 
taking dope. So one day after 
I d been smoking marijuana I 
rolled up my sleeve and stuck a 
needle in my arm. 1 wanted to 
find out what it was all about. I 
found out all right. If I ever do 
put a needle in my arm again 
I ’ll make sure there's enough in 
the spoon so I never wake up.” 
he said. 
“ I can only say this to you: 
when I got out of the hospital 
after losing my legs, a friend of 
mind said he'd rather see me 
this way than being a junkie. 
At first I was mad but now I 
honestly feel the same way he 
does. If you see somebody out 
on the street and he's strung 
out on drugs, he's the square. 
And if you see someone out on 
the street and he's clean, then 
he’s the hippest person you’ll 
ever see.”

Two Fearless Men Made 


Marin 'Clean County' 


FOR MORE THAN a generation. 
Marin has been known as a “ clean 
county.” That is, laws were enforced 
rather rigidly. Offenders could expect 
swift and sure justice. 
It was not always so. 
in J.P. Munro-Fraser’s “ History of 
Marin County," published in 1880. the 
author wrote. “ No county of its size 
has such a bloody record as this: some 
of the murders committed in it are al­ 
most beyond description." 


IF YOU TALK WITH old-timers 
whose memory extends back to prohi­ 
bition days and earlier, you know that 
Marin was a p r e t t y rowdy, bawdy 
place. 
Rumrunners, speakeasies, g a m- 
bling dens and houses of prostitution 
flourished. 
A rather brash but handsome 
young man a p p e a r e d on the public 
scene in Marin nearly 40 years ago. He 
had the temerity to run for the office 
of district attorney in opposition to the 
“ establishment” incumbent. 
S o m e h o w, that young man won 
election and a new era was born. The 
county’s only superior court was pre­ 
sided over by a “ tough” judge. Marin 
b e g a n to throw off its image as an 
“open" community and be c a me , in­ 
stead a “ clean” place. 
The brash young district attorney 
was Albert E. Bagshaw. now the head 
of a private law firm in San Rafael. 
The judge was Edward I. Butler, now 
dead. 
At the end of their tenure in office, 
neither was very popular with Marin 
members of the law profession. 
Unfortunately, their key parts in 
cleaning up the county and keeping it 
clean went largely unappreciated dur­ 
ing the latter days of their public serv­ 
ice. 
Each of Bagshaw’s several succes­ 
sors as district attorney has endeav­ 
ored to carry' on the “ fearless, rough 
prosecutor" tradition which he estab­ 
lished. 
As our superior c o u r t s have be­ 
come more numerous and their judges 
more varied in background and view­ 
point, the “ tough" judge image has al­ 
most completely disappeared. 


NEARLY 100 YEARS AGO, a San 
Francisco businessman n a me d Paul 
Rieger came to Marin for a week end 
of fishing on Lagunitas Creek at Toco- 
loma. He was last seen as he left the 
train station at Tocoloma on Saturday, 
April 19. 1879. to head for his favorite 
fishing spots. 
Nearly a week later, his body was 
found on the bank of the creek, rid-

died with bullets and robbed of all val­ 
uables as well as some of his clothing. 
It was nearly a month before the 
suspected murderer, an Indian known 
as “ Salvador the Brave." was taken 
into custody at a rancheria near Sebas­ 
topol. 
On May 26 he was taken before the 
.justice of the peace in San Rafael and 
held to answer. He was indicted by the 
g r a n d jury on June 2. He was ar­ 
raigned July 23. pleaded not guilty the 
following day. and went on trial start­ 
ing July 28. Seating of a jury took un­ 
til 5 p.m. July 30. Salvador was found 
guilty and sentencing took place Aug. 
4. 
♦While awaiting execution, he con­ 
fessed to a string of murders begin­ 
ning 19 years earlier when he killed 
his brother during a quarrel at Nicasio. 
A witness recorded Salvador's last 
worc’c as he stood on the gallows in the 
county courthouse: 
“ I am thankful to you all and espe­ 
cially to Sheriff Tunstead for the kind 
treatment I have received. I know I 
have committed a terrible crime and 
am willing to give up my life for it." 
As a contemporary a c c o u n t de­ 
scribed it, “ . . .precisely at 20 minutes 
past one in the afternoon of Oct. 2, 
1879, the heavy trap shot down, leav­ 
ing the murderer of Paul Rieger sus­ 
pended in mid-air." 


TODAY A MURDERER is not like­ 
ly to face trial at all in the year in 
which the offense is committed. In the 
case of a death sentence, it is unlikely 
ever to be executed. 
Drug c r i m e s and crimes of viol­ 
ence have grown at a frightening rate. 
We still have a Marin prosecutor of 
the fearless, tough image. Our law en­ 
forcement officers go about their busi­ 
ness in a much more professional man­ 
ner than they did a generation ago (or 
even a decade ago). 
But high court decisions and their 
interpretation and application at the 
local level seemingly have stacked the 
cards in favor of the o f f e n d e r. Too 
many who are obviously guilty escape 
punishment on one technicality or an­ 
other. 
One of these days the pendulum 
will swing again. It will be a welcome 
change. 
And whatever happened to the old 
idea that it was admirable and manly 
to admit your offenses and “ take your 
medicine."?

T h e planning commission 
did not vote to permit estab­ 
lishment of a new houseboat 
community. It was stuck with 
a pre-existing, l e g a l , non­ 
conforming use. We could and 
did impose numerous condi­ 


tions requiring public access, 
50 per cent open water, ade­ 
quate parking, sewer connec­ 
tions. and so on.The fact that 
t h i s particular development 
sits smack in the middle of the

AN UNKNOWN author once 
asked: “ What is a friend?” 


And he was quick to reply, 
stating the obvious and yet the 
most sublime truth of friend­ 
ship: 
“ It is a person with 
whom you dare to be yourself. 
Your soul can go naked with 
him. He seems to ask you to 
put on nothing, only to be what 
you really are.” 


Then he goes on to say that 
with a friend “ you don't have 
to be on your guard.” 
With a real friend you vent 
off frustrations, anxieties and 
sincere anger — uncorking lit­ 
tle vanities, idiosyncrasies and 
absurdities. And as you open 
yourself up — your genuine 
you — to your friend, you find 
your h u m a n frailties “ dis­ 
solved on the whole ocean” of 
friendly loyalty and human 
compassion. He not only for­ 
gives and forgets, he also 
overlooks and ever-loves. 
To have a real friend you 
have to be a friend by gaining 
understanding and h u m a n 
comprehension. 
“ Y o u 
can 
weep with him. laugh with 
him, pray with him. . .” You 
have 10 understand him and 
his varied moods, avoid nag­ 
ging him in time of weakness, 
and dare not neglect him ir.

With the demand, which has 
grown rapidly in the past 18 
months, that this number be 
drastically reduced, the Ger­ 
mans react with a case of the 
jitters. But at the same time, 
while they shelter under the 
American umbrella, powerful 
forces in Germany seem deter­ 
mined to frustrate the hope of 
easing tensions between East 
and West and thereby reduce 
the military pressures. 


CHANCELLOR Willy Brandt 
emerged upon taking office 
last October as perhaps the 
most dynamic leader in the 
West. He proposed a series of 
negotiations with the Soviet 
Union and the East European 
nations — an opening to the 
East — that would lessen the 
threat of conflict and begin to 
end the uncertainties along 
b o r d e r s still unresolved 25 
years after the f i g h t i n g 
stopped. 
It 
was 
one 
more 
chance — some observers saw 
it as perhaps a last chance — 
for a sensible approach to the 
problem of a divided world. 


Brandt, with his skillful ne­ 
gotiators, had begun to make 
progress. An agreement with 
Poland on the long-disputed 
border is in the works. For­ 
eign Minister Walter Scheel is 
going to Moscow on Monday to 
negotiate a nonaggression pact 
with 
the 
Soviet 
Union. 
In 
Washington last week Schell's 
overture to Moscow was ap­ 
proved with the reservation 
that, whatever the outcome, it 
should not interfere with the 
four-pcwer trusteeship o v e r 
Berlin 


But now, whether out of neu­ 
rotic 
fears, 
an upsurge of 
chauvinism, a crude political 
m a n e u v e r to bring Brandt 
down, or a combination of all 
three of these motives, the 
Christian Democrats are out to 
defeat the opening to the East. 
Under the leadership of the 
former chancellor, Kurt Georg 
Kiesinger, who was content to 
preside over a Germany rest­ 
ing on American strength, the 


Christian Democrats have se­ 
vered bipartisanship, refusing 
to send an observer to the 
Moscow talks. They are sav­ 
agely attacking Brandt with 
the intimation of treason to 
Germany’s national interest. 


THIS IS THE OLD Ger­ 
many, the Germany of the 
Junkers. At least an echo can 
be heard of the Nazi past and 
the resort to fear and distrust 
as a political weapon. 


One thing is quite clear. If 
the Brandt policy fails and his 
government is brought down, 
as may well happen, the drive 
in the United States to scale 
down the troop commitment in 
Germany will grow by leaps 
and bounds. If the Europeans 
cannot begin to set their own 
house in order, it will be past 
time for America to stop play­ 
ing policeman. 


SEN. CHARLES Percy of Il­ 
linois has done 
a 
detailed 
study of the cost of the Ameri­ 
can troop commitment in Eu­ 
rope. It costs the American 
taxpayer $14 billion to support 
our troops 
in NATO. 
This 
means a $1.5 billion balance- 
of-payments deficit tied to the 
military commitment, and of 
this 
$1 
billion is Germany 
alone. To help tide the United 
States over. Germany made 
loans over a two-year period 
but those loans must be repaid 
and repaid with interest. 


At a recent meeting of the 
economic committee of the 
NATO Assembly, a parliamen­ 
tary group. Percy proposed a 
series of reforms. 


Percy called it scandalous 
that the American government 
continues to pay millions of 
dollars to its NATO partners 
in taxes at every level. Cer­ 
tainly. if this country can Viet- 
namize the war in Southeast 
Asia, he said r e c e n t l y , it 
should not be impassible to 
Europeanize 
the defense of 
Europe. 


Kiesinger and the Christain 
Democrats will, of course, try 
to transpose their suspicion of 
the Brandt policy into anti­ 
communism for A m e r i c a n 
public opinion. It is doubtful 
that this ploy will stem the 
drive to cut back the burden 
America has carried for 23 
years. If this is Isolationism, it 
is a match for fhe Kiesinger 
brand 
withdrawal.

and

seum located at San Simeon, is 
the subject of ‘The Enchanted 
Hill — The Story of San Sime­ 
on,” to be telecast Wednesday 
at 8 p.m. on Channel 5. 
The program is the fifth of 10 
re-broadcasts of the “ San Fran­ 
cisco Pageant,” a series of Pea­ 
body Award-winning historical 
documentaries which examine 
the people, events and land­ 
marks of Northern California. 
The series is hasted by Rolfe 
Peterson. 
The film of the building of San 
Simeon is narrated by Steve Al­ 
len with personal reminiscences 
by silent screen star Francis X. 
Bushman, 
William 
Randolph 
Hearst Jr. and others. 


RARE MOTION picture foot­ 
age, unusual still photographs 
and K PIX film combine to pro­ 
vide an insight into San Sime­ 
on's builder William Randolph 
H e a r s t . and his spectacular 
home on the California coast. 
Building of the Hearst Castle 
commenced in 1919 at an esti­ 
mated cost of 30 million dollars. 
The art treasures within San 
Simeon’s 146 rooms total more 
untold millions. For a quarter of 
a century Hearst enriched San 
Simeon with 'examples of an­ 
cient. m e d i e v a l and Renais­ 
sance art objects that in num­ 
ber and quality are to be found 
nowhere else in this country. To 
house his constantly growing art 
collection, he continued to build 


on 
an 
even 
more 
grandiose 
scale, spending many more mil­ 
lions. 
Built on a California hilltop, 
Hearst called San Simeon — 
•La Cuesta Encantada” . . .his 
Enchanted Hill. 


IN 1958 THE Hearst family- 
donated San Simeon to the State 
of California and it is now a 
state m o n u m e n t , visited by 
hundreds of thousands of per­ 
sons yearly. 
The Hearst San Simeon prop­ 
erties, extending at one time to 
well over 200,000 acres along 30 
miles of Pacific Ocean water­ 
front (equal to nearly half the 
size of the state of Rhode Is­ 
land) is located in the magnifi­ 
cent setting of the Santa Lucia 
Mountains, approximately five 
hours drive south from the Bay 
Area. 
San Simeon once played host 
to the elite of world society. 
Once a home of great mystery, 
talked about and w o n d e r e d 
about throughout the world, the 
real story of San Simeon, why 
and f ow it was created was 
never before told on film. 


FRANCIS X. Bushman, silent 
film great, tells of the many 
glorious parties he attended at 
San Simeon.

When the truly great

s p e a k well of a 
man's effort, then, he too rises 
to greatness. This has come 
about for a Marin lady's musi­ 
cian grandfather. 


Albert Einstein wrote, “ I es­ 
teem the works of Ernest Bloch 
above those of any great con­ 
temporary composers known to 
me.” 
Leopold Stokowski said, T do 
not know of any musician in the 
world with a greater knowledge 
or more profound understanding 
of music in every phase than 
Ernest Bloch.” 
L o u i s Nizer noted. “ Many 
keen musicians believe that he 
will be the fourth B ’ 
Bach, 
Beethoven, Brahms and Bloch.”

Ernest Bloch, a Jew, was 
born in Geneva, Switzerland, 
on July 24, 
1880. Worldwide 
musicology has designated this 
racial 
and 
religious 
affilia­ 
tion of Bloch a primary influ­ 
ence upon the style and speech 
of the majority of his composi­ 
tions. The musician himself has 
done much to c o n f i r m and 
strengthen this. 


HIS MOST PO PULAR works 
are “ Schelomo” (Hebrew for 
“ King Solomon” ), and “ Nigun.” 
The former is a Jewish rhapso­ 
dy for cello and orchestra. The 
latter, for violin alone. 
However, Bloch’s major crea­ 
tion is the “ Sacred Service” 
which is for the Sabbath which 
occurs in synagogues on Satur­ 
day morning. The traditional 
prayers may be spoken or sung, 
the whole corresponding in this 
respect to low masses and sol­ 
emn masses of the Catholic 
Church.

ish prayers which Bloch has set 
to music for orchestras, mixed 
chorus and a solo voice, that of 
the celebrant, the cantor. 
Commentators r e g a r d the 
“ Sacred Service” as the crown­ 
ing achievement of what they 
call 
Bloch’s 
“ Jewish cycle,” 
w'hich comprises such works as 
“ Three Jewish Poems for Or­ 
chestra,” “ Three Psalm s," and 
the “ Israel Symphony.” 


AS FOR WHAT Bloch himself 
has said on the Jewish charac­ 
ter of his music, grandaughter 
Sita produced remarks by the 
composer which a d m i r a b 1 y 
sharpen understanding of the 
style and writing of a work such 
as “ Schelomo.” 
“ It is neither my purpose nor 
desire to attempt a faithful re-

“ All of this, slumbering within 
our deepest being, 1 wish to 
translate into music.” 


THAT STATEMENT, Sita ex­ 
plains, defines all of Bloch's 
compositions. . . expresses his 
music’s total freedom, and its 
voice w’hich climbs anew from 
the depths towards the sky, even 
with “ Schelomo,” in which, un­ 
like the “ Sacred Service,” the 
heavens don’t open and man re­ 
mains closeted with his melan­ 
choly if not with his despair. 
“ But,” she advises, “ it is not 
so much this feeling of pessi­ 
mism which has made ‘Schela- 
mo' popular; it is its glowing 
l y r i c i s m which becomes a 
source of consolation and beau­ 
ty.”

Bloch first learned to play was 
the violin. He began to study it 
at the age of 9 and composed, 
while still a child, some short 
pieces for this instrument. His 
desire to compose led him to 
supplement his violin studies 
with harmony and counterpoint, 
which he undertook under Em ­ 
ile Jacques Dalcroze, the cele­ 
brated eurhythmist and reform­ 
er of c h i 1 d r e n ’s education 
through the learning of rhythms 
basic to the human body and to 
their application in group danc­ 
ing. 


Sita’s aunt, Suzanne Bloch, 
notes in the 1969 spring bulletin 
of The Ernest Bloch Society that 
the composer was 24 years old 
when he began to sketch the 
music cf his opera Macbeth. By 
then he 
had 
two symphonic 
works and four songs to his 
name. He worked on “ Mac­ 
beth,” the only opera he ever 
completed, for five years. Suz­ 
anne continues:

men, with no financial subsidy 
he was stirred by an immens< 
inner force. He exulted, he de 
s p a i r e d, he slashed, he re 
wrote.” 
In 1907, when the music was 
almost all composed, Bloch hac 
a chance to play it at a salon al 
the home of the son of George 
Bizet. Among the persons whc 
heard it were the famous singer 
Lucienne Breval, and the critic 
Pierre Lalo. 
BOTH ENTHUSED and they 
arranged an i n t e r v i e w for 
Bloch, with Albert Carre, di­ 
rector of the Paris Opera Co- 
mique. Carre at once signed up 
for the rights of performance of 
‘‘Macbeth” within two years, al­ 
though it was an u n h e a r d - 
of-thing in Paris to bring out the 
work of unknowns who were not 
even French. 
“Mon cher, Directeur,” wrote 
Bloch in preparation for the 
first performance of his opera, 
“In regards to Macbeth, musi­ 
cally I have bound myself close­ 
ly to the characters of the dra­ 
ma. I am enclosing some indica­ 
tions of the ranges of th£ voices 
to give you my very personal 
conception of the drama. . . 
“ Macbeth is a barbaric Celt 
writh all the superstitions and 
terrors of a feudal soul. . . . He 
is a weakling, with the violence 
and brutality of the weak. 
“Lady Macbeth is his opposite. 
He hesitates, she, ne\er. . . . 
With a Lady Macbeth strong 
and perfidious, Macbeth’s re­ 
sponsibility will seem to dimin­ 
ish. In spite of his horrendous 
acts the spectators should feel 
pity for him, should share his 
anguish, his fears and his de­ 
spair. 
. .IN WRITING my music 
I have been constantly haunted 
by lighting. It must play a role, 
one of the most important. Just 
as the stage sets must be stark, 
crude and barbaric, so must the 
lighting be mobile, movement- 
ed. expressive. 
“ I have annotated the rela­ 
tionship of this with the music, 
notable in the sombre cavern of 
the W i t c h e s , barely visible, 
where on certain harmonies — 
slightly cabbalistic! — mysteri­ 
ous rays of light glow.” 
“Bloch’s “Macbeth,” f i r s t 
performed on Nov. 30, 1910, at 
the Opera-Comique in Paris, 
where it enjoyed more than a 
success d’estime, was repeated 
43 years later at the Rome op­ 
era and again in 1957 wrhen the

“ the great wanderer.’’ not only 
because he emigrated from Eu­ 
rope to America, but because he 
positively felt all his life to be 
without a country — a wander­ 
ing Jew in an almost mystical 
sense of the term, yearning for 
a promised land of which he 
knew he would never see the 
borders. For him. the State of 
Israel whose birth and prosperi­ 
ty he witnessed was not and 
could not be this promised land 
He expressed all this in his 
music without having recourse 
to any authentic Jewish folk­ 
lore. 
It was in 1937 that a devoted 
group of international musicians 
and writers founded The Ernest 
Bloch Society in London and 
New’ York. Its revival today fills 
a growing need for review of 
this major, gifted composer’s 


THIS SOCIETY’S aims are to 
develop among musicians and 
the music-loving public a fuller 
appreciation of the Bloch works 
by encouraging and arranging 
performances of his music and 
by making available commer­ 
cial recordings of all his pub­ 
lished compositions. 
And to establish a library of 
Bloch’s complete works for the 
use of members of the society 
and to serve as a center of in­ 
formation. 
And, also, to bring out a bulle­ 
tin informing members of per­ 
formances and recordings.

The headquartering of the so­ 
ciety in Marin County, and par­

For it was in Mill 
Valley, in a small one-room cot­ 
tage belonging to Lillian Hodg- 
head, founder of the San Fran­ 
cisco Conservatory of Music, 


that Bloch composed some of 
his most successful pieces.

That is the satisfying feeling 
that Rosanne Chulla shares with 
14 other College of Marin coeds 
who are graduating into the 
profession of dental assisting. 
Behind them are two years or 
four semesters of study and lab­ 
oratory work. Now they are 
highly t r a i n e d professionals, 
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placing our graduates,“ says 
Hazel O. Torres, director of the 
dental assisting program at the 
college. 
Thirteen of the 15 new gradu­ 
ates have jobs waiting for them, 
11 in Marin and one in nearby 
Richmond. Two have elected to 
postpone work in favor of trav­ 
el. One is transferring to San 
Francisco State College to work 
for 
a 
Bachelor’s 
Degree 
in 
Health Science. 


CREDITS EARNED in the 
dental assisting program are 
transferable to state colleges 
and universities and applicable 
toward the health science de­ 
gree. 
In each of the seven years the 
college 
has 
been 
graduating 
dental assistants, the employ­ 
ment record has been high. 
Mrs. Torres maintains a per­ 
manent job placement file on 
the graduates, and. she says, 
“ any girl who is not working is 
unemployed 
by choice.”

r e c o r d s show the graduates 
scattered t h r o u g h o u t Ma­ 
rin, a c r o s s the country and 
around the world 


DOMINIQUE SFEIR, a li#>9 
graduate, is working in Leba­ 
non; Patty Rohl accepted a job 
offer in Aspen, Colo., and is now 
considering the Peace Corps;

Upon completion of the pro­ 
gram, the students are eligible 
to take a National Board exami­ 
nation that is recognized in ev­ 
ery state, and in many foreign 
countries. One-hundred percent 
of the Marin graduates have 
consistently scored very high to 
this examination, according to 
Mrs Torres, and have thus be­ 
come certified dental assistants. 
What does a dental assisting 
student study that makes her so 
valuable to the profession?

The sedentary male may not be disappearing 
from the American scene, but he is definitely de­ 
creasing in number. 
There's a new awakening to the importance of 
physical fitness.

In Marin you see them jogging along the road­ 
sides, bicycling on quieter city street, hiking on 
mountain trails and playing on the golf courses. 
There's another group that looks to another 
kind of workout to keep them in the pink.

Third Street, San Rafael, there are also extensive 
and elaborate facilities. 
Both places serve male members on Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Saturdays. On other days, the spas 
are for women only.

NEW YORK (U P I)- It hap­ 
pens time and again every day 
in airport terminals around the 
world—some of the d ^embark­ 
ing passengers turn out to be 
PAWOBs. No one calls for the 
police although the services of 
a 
private 
eye 
could 
prove 
helpful. 
PAWOB is an airline acro­ 
nym for a Passenger Arriving 
Without 
Baggage. 
And 
as 
unhappy as he or she may be, 
the airlines are even unhappier. 
It 
hurts 
their 
pride 
and 
pocketbook. 
There are no over-all figures 
available on the total number 
of PAWOBs since the first one 
flew off in one direction and his 
bags went off in another. But 
last 
year 
a l o n e 
the 
U.S. 
carriers paid out around 40 
million dollars in claims arising 
from “ misdirected" or “ mis­ 
handled” luggage. 


ONCE YOU HAVE checked in 
with the airlines—and hold on 
to your baggage claim tags—it 
is 
the 
responsibility 
of 
the 
carrier to deliver your bags to 
you 
on 
arrival 
at 
your 
destination. 
Actually, 
only 
a 
very small percentage of the 
millions of pieces handled (an 
estimated 225 million in 1969} is 


lost, strayed or stolen, and most 
eventually are found. 
But that is small consolation 
for the PAWOB or the airlines. 
Airlines spokesmen admit that 
despite 
steady 
improvement, 
baggage handling is still one of 
their biggest headaches. It not 
only hurts financially but in 
customer relations. 
“ Consider, some of the things 
that can go wrong,” said one 
source recently. “ For instance, 
your bag could be misdirected; 
the destination 
tag 
torn 
off 
during handling; 
it could be 
taken off by mistake along the 
way or fail to be unloaded at 
the proper destination if the 
flight 
is 
continuing; 
or 
be 
picked up by error by another 
passenger in the baggage claim 
area.” 


AND T H E N T H E R E are prob­ 
lems involved in inter-line trans­ 
fer operations—that is when a 
passenger checks his luggage 
through to his final destination 
while flying on two or more 
different airlines. 
“ The passenger may make his 
connections even if his arriving 
flight may have been delayed,” 
he said, “ but his bags may 
not.”

PAWOB 
so 
here 
are 
some 
precautions to take: 


—In addition to printing your 
name and address clearly on 
your personal luggage tag, put 
some easily-identifiable marks 
on the outside of the bag. A 
major 
cause 
for 
missing 
luggage is the passenger who 
grabs the first suitcase which 
looks like his and dashes off 
without 
anyone 
checking the 
claim tag. 
Tie 
a couple of 
bright ribbons to the handle, 
paste stickers or other markers 
on the top or sides, or daub the 
corners with paint. 
—Tape a business or personal 
card 
or 
other 
identification 
marker 
with 
your 
telephone 
number inside each bag in case 
the luggage tag and destination 
tag are torn off or become 
illegible during handling. It will 
make it easier for the airlines 
to 
find 
you. 
Most 
airlines 
provide 
identification 
stickers 
free on request. 
—Remove all the old destina­ 
tion tags before the next flight. 
They may impress some less- 
travelled fellow passengers and 
friends but they could confuse 
baggage 
handlers 
and 
your 
bags 
could 
be 
misdirected, 
unloaded at the wrong airport 
or left aboard the plane at the 
right one. 
—If your flight plâns include 
changes of planes and airlines, 


have your ticket written up to 
allow sufficient time between 
connections for checked-through 
luggage to be transferred 


G E N E R A L L Y , A BO U T o n e 
hour is enough if connections are 
at the same airport but you will 
need more leeway if it involves 
transferring to another, such as 
between Kennedy and Newark 
airports. There is no 
way of 
anticipating delays because of 
weather, 
mechanical 
trouble 
and 
other 
causes 
so 
many 
veteran travelers play safe by 
picking 
up 
their 
luggage 
between connecting flights. 
I usually check through but 
always stow my toilet kit, a 
clean shirt, pair of socks and 
change of underwear in a small 
carry-on bag. My 
wife 
also 
packs her toilet articles and a 


change of clothing in her over- 
the-shoulder case. 
If, in spite of all precautions 
taken by you and the airlines, 
your bags are missing when 
you arrive at your destination, 
contact the company represen­ 
tative at the airport immediate­ 
ly.

will start the 
back- 
checking which, hopefully, will 
locate them. Domestic airlines 
have a central “ lost and found” 
headquarters with computers to 
help track down and recover 
“ misdirected” and “ rmshar.dl- 
ed” luggage.

the 
Airline Computerized Baggage 
Tracing System. 


IN C ID E N T A L L Y , some air­ 
lines will compensate the trav­ 
eler for “ reasonable” necessary 
purchases to tide him over until 
his luggage is found. Ask, and 
you may receive. 
Domestic 
and 
international 
airlines 
have 
fixed 
liability 
limits on lost baggage claims 
but 
you 
can 
buy 
extra 
insurance if you are carrying 
valuable belongings. 
One more suggestion: don't 
leave your reclaimed luggage 
unguarded at the airport or 
allow anyone but a Skycap or 
someone you know to carry it 
oujt of the terminal. It may van­ 
ish and you will have no one but 
yourself to blame.

Visitors Enchanting Experiences

GUANAJUATO. 
Mexico 
— 
This is a city of storybook fanta­ 
sy. It is Mexico’s finest exam­ 
ple of Spanish colonial architec­ 
ture. 
much 
of 
it 
unchanged 
since the early 150Cs. 
It is nestled in the converging 
arms of a mountain valley a 
short morning's drive (most of 
the distance over one of Mexi­ 
co’s few superhighways) from 
Mexico City. 


GUANAJUATO once was Mex­ 
ico’s richest silver producing 
center. Not long ago, it was de­ 
clared 
a 
national 
monument, 
which means that no modernis­ 
tic buildings may be constructed 
within the city limits and that 
its surpassing Andalusian beau­ 
ty will remain unspoiled. 
The cobblestoned streets often 
dip into arched tunnels which 
weave beneath the city and then 
emerge 
every 
so 
often 
into 
splashes of sunlight. 
Overhanging the streets are 
Moorish balconies covered with 
rainbow bougainvillea and exot­ 
ic ferns and plants. Throughout 
the city are tiny squares built 
around 
exquisitely-manicured 
gardens or sculptured marble 
fountains. 


M O TO RISTS driving up the 
Centro ramp from the tunnels 


are surprised by one such plaza 
ringed with boxed trees. Yellow 
wrought-iron benches surround 
a matching gazebo where the lo­ 
cal band in full marching regal­ 
ia plays Sousa concerts two 
nights a week. 
Guanajuato is a hiker’s para­ 
dise. Many of the streets are too 
steep and narrow for automo­ 
biles. One passageway is so tiny 
that legendary lovers merely 
leaned over their balconies to 
kiss. Its name, naturally, is'the 
Street of the Kiss. 
Downtown, 
besides 
several 
massive churches built in the 
baroque Churrigueresque s‘yle, 
is the Juarez Theater. Concerts 
and operas are staged in this 
opulent colonnaded structure for 
the city’s elite. The theater is 
open daily to the public. 


SHOPS IN THE center of the 
city offer a fine hand-crafted sil­ 
ver jewelry and objects d’art. 
Aztec and Otami women sell 
beautifully-woven 
r e b o z a s 
(shawls) in the market. Knick- 
knack collectors find a plethora 
of antique Spanish oddities in 
both the shops and the open-air 
market. 
A 
glimpse 
of 
the 
soaring 
spires of the state college is 
well worth a short but bracing 
climb in the thin mountain air.

Legend has it that a fortune in 
silver dust was poured into the 
foundation.

time «about half an hour) to 
drive to Cristo Rey, thinking it 
just another religious shrine. 
It isn’t. Cristo Rey is a soar­ 
ing 150-foot statue of Jesus with 
outspread 
arms 
which domi­ 
nates 
the 
highest 
p e a k 
in 
Guanjuato state. Though impres­ 
sive at any time of day, the spot 
is magic at sunset. Filtering 
through the mountain air, the 
rays of the setting sun paint a 
p a n o r a m a of color that is 
mind-boggling. 
Guanajuato’s weather is near 
perfect during the late spring 
and summer. Nights are cold and 
deliciously sleepable. The days 


burst wiih sunshine while the 
temperature meanders between 
65 and 80. Humidity is near 
zero. 


THE M EXICAN government 
has built three large ultra-mod­ 
ern motels on the outskirts of 
the city. They seem perpetually 
empty, so lodging is no prob­ 
lem. Dozens of smaller hotels 
and posadas are located in the 
town p r o p e r , offering clean 
rooms at rock bottom rates. One 
good bet is the gardeny Posada 
de la Pressa run by a pleasant 
lady who speaks excellent Eng­ 
lish. 
Visitors wishing a taste of me­ 


dieval splendor may book into 
the fabulous Castillo Santa Ce­ 
cilia, a genuine castle refur­ 
bished 
with 
modern 
conven­ 
iences and now an elegant hotel. 
Room rates are strictly 20th 
Century, but an unguided tour is 
free. 
One visitor who spent two 
weeks in Guanajuato in late 
s p r i n g when the jacarandas 
were exploding in purple blos­ 
soms described the town this 
way: “ I ’m not sure Guanajuato 
was real. It’s like a picture 
town from a Spanish history 
book. 
“ But those gardens — they be­ 
long in Eden!”

Now. 10 y e a r s after the 
events it describes. Gary Pow­ 
ers’ book surfaces, apparently 
with CIA approval, like a piece 
of cold war flotsam. 
While

so, Gary Powers wants us to be­ 
lieve he is some kind of hero. 
Each reader must make this 
judgment for himself. But consi­ 
der the evidence; After all, he 
did engage in dangerous espio­ 
nage which very nearly killed 
him and ultimately resulted in 
his spending a very difficult 
couple of years in a Soviet pris­ 
on 
Those who will recall that 
Powers was recruited for the 
I 2 program at a salary several 
times what most Americans can 


expect to earn at any time in 
there lives are simply being 
churlish. 


Powers feels badly served by 
his government. Here, he does 
have a point. There were fair- 
weather patriots in the congress 
who said that he should have 
been ashamed to turn up alive 
a f t e r crash-landing his spy 
plane 
inside 
Russia. 
Powers 
also says not enough was made, 
upon his return to this country, 
of his wily evasion of some of 
his captors’ questions. Well, the 
most fleeting of secrets are mil­ 
itary one—sooner or later they 
turn up for sale in some capital 
or other. 
All of this is not to pass judg­ 
ment on the usefulness or ne­ 
cessity of the U-2 program. (Al­ 
though, based on Powers' recol­ 
lections, it is possible to make 
some unflattering observations 
on the management of it.) Nor 
is it in anv wav to criticize Povv- 


ers' behavior during his captiv­ 
ity. To expect spies not to turn 
up embarassingly alive is sinis­ 
ter and glamorous in fiction, but 
it is hardly realistic or humane. 
But for Powers — a living 
symbol of a foreign policy bun­ 
gle of major proportions — to 
have expected any better treat­ 
ment than ne got from the shee­ 
pish bunglers was at least na­ 
ive. 
Up to this very day, Powers 
apparently doesn’t understand 
the nature of the bargain he 
was making when he signed a 
contract with the CIA. 
If you can possibly bear any 
more revelations about the way 
our affairs overseas are con­ 
ducted, you’ll find “ Operation 
Overflight” 
worthwhile. 
Gary 
Powers writes like an Air Force 
pilot, despite the assistance of 
Curt Gentry, who last gave us 
“ The Last Days of the Late 
Great State of California.” 


London's Police Minus The Myths 


> SCO TLAND YA RD by Peter 
L a u r i e ; Holt, Rinehart and 
W inston, 297 p a g e s , $6.95.

Usually anything but publici- 
t\-minded, the Metropolitan Po­ 
lice of London broke tradition to 
permit English journalist Peter 
Laurie access to mam of its in­ 
ner sanctums and to allow him 
to accompany bobbies and de­ 
tectives on their rounds. 
In this book, Laurie reports 
his experiences and his conclu­ 
sions. and he peels away many 
oi the romantic myths that have- 
grown up around Scotland Yard, 
thanks to fiction writers and 
film makers. 
What he reveals is a mam­ 
m o t h organization, somewhat 
unwieldy, but, considering the 
immensity of its tasks, more ef­ 
ficient than one has the right to 
expect. 
Paperwork and red tape, the 
hanes of all such systems, ham­ 
per the Yard as well. And not 
always has the Yard succeeded 
in shedding outdated procedures 
and equipment for more modern 
techniques an d gear 
sharing 
the general conservative Eng­ 
lish trait of a sometimes over­ 
whelming preoccupation w i t h 
and respect for the past. 
Still, all in all. London’s po­ 
lice stand as an example to the 
world in d e c e n t , restrained, 
effective law enforcement, using 
approaches the police of Chica­ 
go or New York (and the simi­ 
larity is to these large city de­ 
partments, not to our Federal 
Bureau of Investigation) might 
well copy. For instance, the 
handling of potential riots: 
“ in 150 years’ co-existence,” 
writes Laurie, “ the Metropoli­ 
tan P o l i c e and the London 
crowd have evolved an organic, 
non-violent relationship. That is 
not to say that there haven’t 
bcon violent clashes, but the> 


have been relatively few, and 
they are far less frequent now 
than in early days.” 
The policy is not to take 
“ g e n e r a l action-' against a 
crowd until disorder reaches 
spectacular proportions. 
Even 
then, gas, chemicals, water hos­ 
es, etc.. are eschewed in favor 
of “ men and horses close up“ to 
disperse the threatening mob 
It may sound like mollycod­ 
dling, but the fact is that it has 
worked far better than quicker, 
less discerning, tougher reac­ 
tions by the police of American 
cities and states. 
In his discussion of detection 
and prosecution, Laurie notes 
that it remains the informant or 
“ snout” who accounts for 90 per 
cent of the arrests. Hardly in 
keeping with the plots of those 
splendid British mystery novels 
where Scotland Yard detectives 
deduce from clues the identities 
of the criminals. But then fact 
is rarely closely akin to fiction. 
Laurie describes, too, the op­ 
erations of the traffic details on 
L o n d o n ' s vast network of 
streets, the handling of drunks 
by 
uniformed 
personnel, 
the 
C I D (Criminal Investigations 
Department) f a m i 1 i a r to all 
m y s t e r y buffs, the Flying 
Squad, the laboratory and li­ 
brary facilities, the hierarchy of 
command, the system for “ pol­ 
icing” the police, the training 
program. 
Laurie’s writing style is not 
especially appealing, and much 
of his book — organizational de­ 
tails, statistics, etc. —- will be of 
interest only to those engaged 
or extremely interested in the 
police profession. But there is a 
considerable amount of material 
about the life and work of the 
London “ copper” and the huge 
city with its teeming population 
that will interest the general 
reader. And there is more and 
more 
of 
this, 
as 
the 
book 
progresses. 
Laurie also has some unusual 


and provocative ideas about po­ 
lice work. 
“ . . . in crime, as well as in 
public order, the existence of 
the police is far more important 
than their efforts. ” he writes 
“ If there were no law enforce­ 
ment agency at all, few people 
would obey the laws. But if one 
exists, and is even only moder­ 
ately efficient, then most people 
will not care to run the risk of 
getting into trouble. Given the 
fact of a police force, ready to 
prosecute if anyone asks them 
to. the level or criminality or 
good behaviour is then far more 
an organic characteristic of so­ 
ciety. The mere existence of the 
police is their main contribution 
to w h a t e v e r level of law - 
abidingness e x i s t s . The im­ 
provement that could be made 
by extra police effort is very 
small indeed.” 
“ The flamboyant criminals, 
the murderers and armed rob­ 
bers” must be arrested. Laurie 
agrees, “ because these people 
c r e a t e propaganda that will 
eventually n u l l i f y the deter­ 
rent “ But aside from this, the 
role of the police is largely a 
symbolic one. “ In their own per­ 
sons they embody respect for 
the law. They persuade people 
to live honestly far more by 
their existence 
and example 
than because they physically re­ 
move wrong-doers from socie­ 
ty ” 
Scotland Yard, if imperfect, 
is nev ertheless much b e t t e r 
than “ moderately efficient, 
Laurie's book makes clear. But 
it is in this symbolic role, with 
his conspicuous d i g n i t y and 
rock-like integrity, that the Lon­ 
don bobby becomes a Uwering 
factor in making London with 
its millions of diverse peoples 
one of the most orderly and 
law-abiding great cities of the 
world

Musician Don Asher’s “ Elec­ 
tric Cotillion” is a commenda­ 
ble novel of a May-December 
romance set in the current San 
Francisco scene. The book, how­ 
ever. does contain certain flaws. 
It is the story of Niles Davey. 
a 40-year-old. occasionally em­ 
ployed 
modern 
jazz 
pianist's 
brief affair with a girl-child of 
the NOW generation. 
Several San Francisco review­ 
ers have praised Asher for su- 
cessfully bridging the genera­ 
tion gap. mainly, one can sup­ 
pose. because the book’s jacket 
blurb says that he has. 
But he hasn’t 
really; both 
man and girl end as they be­ 
gan: at separate poles. 
Asher does, however, present 
what is undoubtedly an authen­ 
tic insight into the slow death of 
that music genre that flourished 
in the forties and fifties. For ex­ 
ample, a skillful aspect of this 
is done through Davey’s vivid 
and sometimes flash remem­ 
brances of old friends, eastern 
jazz clubs and flash remem­ 
brances of old lyric phrases. 
When in one of these flashbacks, 
Davey and his wife to be, Noell, 
make love by blue candle light, 
he thinks: From this moment on 
you and I, babe, we'll be ridin' 
high, babe. 
The book's main shortcoming, 
strangely, is the girl character. 
Poppy. From the opening chap­ 
ter one suspects that she was 
not drawn from real life. She is 
too obviously fabricated. 
Asher has her sa$ing things 


like: “ You mean to stand there 
looking at these sturdy legs and 
these 
knockers arid call 
me 
'man’ ’“ And does anyone refer 
to teeth as “ choppers” any­ 
more? 
A young black 
militant 
is 
thrown in for good measure and 
he, too, seems to be pure imagi­ 
nation, in contrast to a black 
woman singer in the past who 
appears perfectly believable. 
In the main, though. Asher 
has woven a good book, some 
times fascinating and nostalgic. 
One only w ishes that more cred­ 
ibility were given to the younger 
characters, since the book tries 
so hard to be “ of today.”

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Listening To An 
Old-Style Liberal

Harry Golden, the Carolina Is­ 
raelite, strikes as as the perfect 
example of the old-fashioned lib­ 
eral. 
We do not say that derogatori- 
ly, although it is fashionable to 
disparage liberalism these cyni­ 
cal days. 
The old-style liberal, as exem­ 
plified by Golden, remains a de­ 
cent, dedicated, sensitive, hu­ 
mane being. 
His social con­ 
science continues to be one of 
humanity’s redeeming features, 
an antidote to the selfishness of 
the more conservative society 
that surrounds him. His mellow, 
moderate approach sometimes 
seems an oasis of sanity in the 
turmoil created by the impa­ 
tient demands and hard-line tac­ 
tics of the more radical New 
Left. 
Unfortunately, with all their 
virtues, these old-fashioned lib­ 
erals at times appear hopelessly 
out of step with the new reali­ 
ties. Many have been utterly un­ 
able to adjust with the changed 
conditions of recent years. 
They grew up largely in the 
era of Franklin Delano Roose­ 
velt, although some trace their 
roots back to Theodore Roose­ 
velt, Woodrow Wilson and the 
LaFollettes and 
Borah. They 
have been responsible for much 
of our social progress with their 
insistence upon, not great leaps 
forward, but consistent move­ 
ment toward justice and equali­ 
ty 
They tolerated the interrup-

tion of their programs by war 
under Roosevelt, resumed their

With Kennedy lost too early, 
they rallied behind Lyndon B.

lar conflict that was shattering 
to their ideals. Caught in a pin­ 
cers, between conflicting waves 
of arch-conservatism and leftist 
radicalism, they were thrown 
into confusion. The choice be­ 
tween a Hubert Humphrey, long 
one of their banner-carriers, 
and a Robert Kennedy or Eu­ 
gene McCarthy, attempting tG 
wed the old idealism to a new 
activism, tore them apart, indi­ 
vidually and as a group. 
The ultimate outcome was the 
installation in the White House 
of their arch-foe, the antithesis 
of all in which they believed, 
Richard M. Nixon. 
Harry Golden, that wise old 
owl of Charlotte, N.C., adapted 
to change better than most. But 
even he has not been without his 
problems.

Planting against a sunny wall 
needn’t be a problem though re­ 
flected heat and oven-like expo­ 
sures can play hob with some 
shrubs. Any nurseryman can 
show you a varied assortment of 
plants that like it hot. 


One rule of thumb is to seek 
grayness in a shrub's foliage. 
Gray ^irubs, as a trip through 
the desert would indicate, show 
great resistance to heat. The at­ 
tractive foliages enhance the 
landscape, too, blending nicely 
with other plant materials.

Syngonium: 


Foolproof 


Houseplant 


Are you looking for a fool­ 
proof houseplant? One that's 
easy to grow' and yet always 
looks attractive? 


Then get a syngonium. 


According to a Pennsylvania 
State University correspondence 
course on houseplants, syngon- 
iums want semi-shade, average 
house temperature and humidi­ 
ty, and soil of equal parts gar­ 
den loam, perlite and peatmoss 
kept evenly moist. 
They tolerate abuse and irreg­ 
ular care. 
The plants have arrowhead 
like leaves on long stalks. There 
are many varieties. 
Trileaf Wonder has 
white- 
spotted leaves six inches long on 
petioles up to 20 inches. Emer­ 
ald Gem has crinkled foliage 
and grows compactly. Mostly 
the plants you find offered for 
sale have glossy green leaves of 
solid color on petioles eight to 10 
inches long. 
Propagation is by single-node 
stem cuttings. A leaf with node 
and short section of stem insert­ 
ed upright in moist peatmoss or 
perlite at 75 to 80 degrees soon 
takes root.

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Beware Of Tfie Backyard Boobytraps

Your backyard boobytraps may be 
nearly as dangerous as those found on a 
battlefield. 
Safety precautions will insure a health­ 
ful summer for the family. 
For example, there are the swimming 
pool horror tales. A neighbor's complete­ 
ly guarded pool may be just as danger­ 
ous for inquisitive neighboring tots as an 
unfenced one. One person had a fence 
with a locked gate and a cover over a 
pool but a child drowmed in water that 
had collected in the pool cover. 
The person who had taken all these 
precautions obviously was safety-minded, 
yet an unsafe condition arose that should 
have been noted. 


THE CHILD OF A well-known theatri­ 
cal personality was outdoors with nurse, 
mother, father and teen-age sister. He 
managed to run barefoot in the sand 
over hot embers left from the previous 
night's luau. His badly burned feet gave 
him and the family an unhappy summer. 
Broken glass is another bugaboo for 


children who enjoy running around bare­ 
foot and even for adults who attempt to 
remove it with bare hands. One gardener 
bent down to pick up a bottle that proved 
to be broken. She wound up in the hospi­ 
tal with a severe cut. 


Another potential danger — particular­ 
ly to children allergic to bees — are yel- 
lowjacket nests in the ground or among 
trees where children are likely to play. If 
you see yellowjackets, try to locate their 
nest and warn youngsters. Remove the 
nest when you can. 


GLASS DOORS THAT lead to gardens 
and patios cause a great many accidents 
even to wary adults, especially in sum­ 
mer when doors are likely to be kept 
cleaner. A spiral motif in the center of 
each door or a little border of something 
or other at the bottom of the doors may 
provide warning. 
Removable muntins can provide visual 
restraints. 
Slippery surfaces around pools slvould 
be carpeted in non-skid materials and 
the pool should be inspected by the fami­ 
ly scuba expert before it is used by un­ 


wary guests. Many accidents are caused 
because a person dives into a pool that is 
loaded with children's toys. 


ONE PERSON DIVED into such a pool 
before his host had arisen, hitting his 
head on the raised ladder of a large met­ 
al fire engine. 
It's a good idea to be cautious about 
inviting people to use your swimming 
pool when you are away from the house. 
You are liable for injuries and your best 
friend may not hesitate to sue if some­ 
thing goes awry. 
Safety rules shouldn't be left at home 
when one goes off on a day trip. How 
often does one see in a small craft a big 
child wearing a little lifejacket that says 
“good for up to 50 pounds'’ — the same 
one he had when he was 4 years old. 


ALL SORTS OF safety clothing is 
available in sporting goods shops but en­ 
tire families will board a boat complete­ 
ly unprepared for emergencies. 
Resort doctors and hospital clinics do a 
thriving summer business as the result 
of some of tlie strangest little accidents. 
Everyone should make a visit to such an 


emergency station before he begins his 
vacation in the area. 
A person should think twice about let­ 
ting a small child bait a fishhook or run 
barefoot on an unclean beach. 


DOCTORS EXTRACT fishhooks from 
fingers, eyes, ears and other unlikely 
places of children and adults. One deep 
sea fisherman let a fish bite off the tip of 
h's finger. Another cut his arm, eagerly 
trying to scale a small fish with a big 
butcher knife. 
Outpatient departments of h o s p i t a 1 
clinics take on an atmosphere of comedy 
at times where inquisitive little boys 
may be seen sitting w ith an arm stuck in 
a bottle or thumb in the small hole of a 
Rower pot. 
One boy observed was wearing a bird­ 
cage over his head. No one at home had 
a tinsnips. 
But it isn't only the lollipop set that 
has amusing freak accidents. 
One man with teeth marks on his arm 
explained that he had reached in a zoo 
cage to retrieve his child's sweater and 
he had been bitten by a monkey. 
Well — that's what he told the doctor. 


Build Yourself A 


Storage Closet 


Lined With Cedar 


Investing 
money 
wisely 
in 
your home not only adds to your 
pleasure in living in it, but it 
increases the value and resale 
worth of the home. 


When it comes time to sell the 
house, any profit or loss — bar­ 
ring any major fluctuations in 
the cost of real estate — will 
depend largely on the general 
condition of the house and upon 
the improvements you h a v e 
made. 


A 
prospective home buyer 
isn't interested in impractical, 
expensive frills. He or she looks 
for useful additions which make 
a home more comfortable and 
more livable. 


HIGH AMONG the things he 
looks for is storage — number 
of closets, size and location of 
the closets, and the kind of 
storage they provide. For this 
reason, and for your own con- 
venierw:e, it is wise to increase 
your storage f a c i l i t i e s in 
connection with any remodeling 
or home improvement project. 


One of the best ways to do 
this is to build a closet in the 
basement, attic or garage. 
In ranch houses particularly, 
there is often ample basement 
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Space for the construction of a 
full-size closet. 


And to make such a closet 
even more functional, it's a 
good idea to line the interior 
with aromatic red cedar closet 
lining. 


BITLDLNG .A cedar closet in 
the basement requires no great 
carpentry' skill. It’s a relatively 
simtple m atter of framing cut 
the area earmarked for a closet 
with two-by-four studs and then 
nailing the cedar pieces directly 
to the studs. No other backing 
material is required. 


If the closet is to be built on 
an outside wall, it is recom­ 
mended that 3 vapor barrier of 
some sort —- a polyethelene 
sheet, for example — be used 
for protection against damp­ 
ness. 


Apply the cedar lining hori­ 
zontally. working from the floor 
up, one wall at a time. 


Cedar 
l i n i n g 
is 
tongue- 
and-grooved along the sides and 
at each end for easy and more 
secure installation. The pieces 
hold together firmly even if they 
join between bearing points. 
Use small finishing nails and 
drive them into the face of the 
three-inch wide lumber. 


FOR MAXIMUM moth repel- 
lency, it is best to apply the ce­ 
dar lining to tlie ceiling of the 
closet and to the back of the 
door as well. 
After the cedar lining has 
been completely installed you 
can nail up your shelves, hanger 
poles and other pieces of hard- 
w'are to fit out the closet to your 
particular needs. 
For a finished, professional- 
looking job, fit cedar quarter- 
round moldmg at all wall, ceil- 
»flbbi* "jifribfiorfs. • * ^ ‘

pads had to he removed 
before* dryefeaning. The 
same is true*, now, of sewn- 
in bras. II the* garment is 
e leaned, this trouble would 
not occur. But when dry- 
cleaned, the sewn-in bras 
should be removed first.
